Reason To Believe Recommendation - 2010 30 Day Post-General Report 
(Unauthorized Filers) For The Administrative Fine Program 

Attached is a list of political committees and their treasurers who failed to file or timely 
file tfae 2010 30 Day Post-General Report in accordance with 2 U.S.C. § 434(a). Tfae list is 
comprised of unautfaorized committees tfaat failed to file or timely file tfae 2010 30 Day Post-
General Report. 

Tfae committees appearing on the 30 Day Post-General Report list either failed to file the 
report, filed the report more than five (5) days after the due date but witfain tfairty (30) days of the 
due date (considered a late filed report), or filed the report more tfaan tfairty (30) days after the 
due date (considered a non-filed report). In accordance with 11 C.F.R. § 111.43, these 
committees should be assessed the civil money penalties indicated in the attacfament. 

In order to determine the level of activity for unauthorized quarterly filers that failed to 
file or failed to timely file the 30 Day Post-General Report, tfae Reports Analysis Division (RAD) 
used fhe following procedures and criteria: 

• Every 30 Day Post-General Report (30 Day Report) submitted by an unautfaorized quarterly 
filer that covered fhe period fi'om October 1, 2010 througfa November 22, 2010 (53 days), 
was reviewed for activity wfaich would have required the filing of a 12 Day Report. If our 



research indicated tfaat fhe filing of a 12 Day Report was required, we utilized a two-step 
method to arrive at the estimated level of activity on which to base the fine amount. First, if 
tfae committee had any unitemized activity, a per diem level of activity was used by 
multiplying the total amount of activity on the report by 25% (13 days (12G Filing 
Period)/53 days (30G Filing Period)). The committees identified through this process as 
failing to file or failing to tunely file fhe 12 Day Pre-General Report were included in the 
Reason to Believe Recommendation approved by tfae Commission on March 11,2011. Ifthe 
same conunittee also failed to file the 30 Day Report in a timely maimer, we based the 30 
Day Report fine on the amount of the remaining level of activity. We arrived at this amount 
by subttacting tfae estimated level of activity for tfae 12 Day Report firom fhe total amount of 
activity on the 30 Day Report. In these cases, the committees will also be assessed a fine for

Administrative Fine Program - Final Determination Recommendation for the 
2010 30 Day Post-General Report (Unauthorized Committees) 

Attached are two lists of political committees and their treasurers against which the 
Commission has found reason to believe (RTB) and assessed proposed civil money penalties 
calculated at RTB for failure to file or failure to timely file the 2010 30 Day Post-General Report 
(Unauthorized Committees). The first list represents the committees that have paid the civil 
money penalty and the second list represents those committees that have not paid the civil money 
penalty. The committees that have not paid have been given at least forty (40) days from the 
date of the Commission's RTB fincUng to remit payment. 

In accordance witii 11 CFR § 111.34 and 11 CFR § 111.40, tiie Commission shall send a 
final detennination notice to those respondents that have either paid or not paid the civil money 
penalty. 

For your infonnation, two (2) committees disclosed a level of activity after the RTB 
fincling which would result in a lowered civil money penalty and wiU be assessed a civil money 
penalty at Final Determination (FD) that has been reduced since fhe RTB finding. Both 
committees paid the civil money penalty assessed at RTB; therefore, we will issue a refund for 
the difference. An overview of each of tiiese cases has been provided below. 



Texas Tea Party Patriots PAC (AF 2388) filed an Amended 2010 30 Day Post-General 
Report after the RTB fmding and disclosed a level of activity which would result in a lowered 
civil money penalty than that assessed at RTB. The committee cUsclosed total receipts and 
disbursements of $94,728 (previously calculated to be $101,245), thus the fine would be lowered 
from $4,160 to $3,520. The committee paid $4,160 (see first list); therefore, we wiU issue a 
refund for the difference ($640). 

USINPAC (AF 2394) filed tiie 2010 30 Day Post-General Report after flie RTB fmding 
and disclosed an actual level of activity which would result in a lowered civil money penalty 
than that assessed at RTB. The committee disclosed total receipts and disbursements of $9,747 
(previously estimated to be $39,858), thus flie fine would be lowered firom $990 to $330. The 

^ committee paid $990 (see first list); therefore, we will issue a refund for the difference ($660).

By letter dated 
March 28, 2011, the Commission sent notification of the RTB finding that included a civil 
money penalty calculated at the RTB stage of $235 in accordance with the schedule of penalties 
at 11 C.F.R. §111.43. 

On April 8, 2011, the FEC received payment of the civil money penalty calculated at the 
RTB stage. The FEC made a final determination on June 29, 2011 that you, in your ofGcial 
capacity as treasurer, and American Teleservices Association PAC violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a), 
assessed a civil money penalty in tiie amount of $235 in accordance with 11 C.F.R. § 111.43, and 
voted to close the file. 

The confidentiality provisions at 2 U.S.C. § 437g(a)(12) no longer apply and this matter 
is now public. The file will be made a part of the public record pursuant to 11 C.F.R. § 
111 .42(b). Although the file must be placed on the public record within thirty (30) days fi'om the 
\late of the Commission's notification, this could occur at anytime following certification of the 
Commission's vote.
